SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

The  Survey  of  the  sewage  system  in  the  Cynon  Valley  was  persued  during  the 
year  with  a view  to  an  early  report  to  the  Aberdare  and  Mountain  Ash  Authorities 
This  survey  is  in  conjunction  with  the  survey  relating  to  the  proposed  New  Sewage 
Disposal  Works  at  Abercynon,  on  which  the  Consultants  by  the  end  of  the  year  were 
engaged  on  the  design  stage.  ’ 

In  addition,  further  progress  was  made  on  the  trade  effluent  survey  with 
discussions  taking  place  between  the  Council’s  Consultants,  LocalJIndustrialists,  and  the 
River  Authority,  on  standards  to  be  set  for  the  discharge  of  effluents  into  the  Council’s 
sewers  and  into  the  river  from  the  Disposal  Works. 

Progress  has,  therefore,  been  made  towards  the  completion  of  a scheme  which 
will  remedy  the  defects  that  have  arisen  in  an  “ Old  ” and  no  longer  efficient  sewage 
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WATER  SUPPLY 

The  Council’s  Water  Undertaking  was  transferred  to  the  Taf  Fechan  Water 
Board  on  the  1st  April  1966.  As  it  was  not  possible  for  the  Board  to  assume  all  the 
functions  on  that  date,  the  Council  acted,  at  the  request  of  the  Board,  as  agents  for  the 
period,  1st  April  to  the  30th  September. 

The  Board  assumed  full  authority  on  the  1st  October,  1966. 

The  Council’s  scheme  to  improve  the  Water  Supply  generally,  within  the 
district,  continued  during  the  year. 

The  Llwydcoed  Service  Reservoir,  constructed  to  improve  the  water  pressure 
in  certain  areas  of  Llwydcoed  and  Abernant  came  into  service  in  November,  1965 ) 
but  was  not  actually  completed  until  the  early  part  of  this  year. 

The  construction  of  a similar  service  reservoir  at  Blaengwawr  is  under  way, 
but  will  not  be  completed  until  1967. 

The  major  modernisation  scheme  at  the  Bwllfa/Graig  Supply  treatment  plant 
is  now  well  advanced  and  it  is  hoped  that  it  will  be  completed  early  next  year. 


RIVER  POLLUTION 

The  state  of  the  River  Cynon,  within  the  area,  has  been  maintained  in  a reason- 
ably satisfactory  condition.  Various  works  were  carried  out  by  the  Glamorgan  River 
Authority,  to  the  river  to  improve  the  flow  of  water  and  lessen  the  risk  of  flooding. 
A secure  and  permanent  improvement  must  still  await  the  implementation  of  the 
Consultants  recommendations  arising  from  the  current  sewer  and  trade  effluent  surveys.

WATER  SUPPLIES 

Bacteriological  and  chemical  analyses  were  made  on  all  sources  of  water  supply.  A table  showing  the  results  of 
bacteriological  and  chemical  tests  on  the  filtered  supplies  is  given  below: — 
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There  are  three  swimming  baths  and  one  paddling  pool  situated  in  the  district  administered  by  the  Engineer  and 
Surveyor’s  Department  of  the  Council,  viz. : — 

Swimming  Bath  and  paddling  pool  at  Aberdare  Public  Park 

Swimming  Bath  at  Rock  Grounds,  Aberdare  and 

Swimming  Bath  at  Michael’s  Field,  Recreation  Ground,  Aberaman 
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ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION 

In  September  1965  planning  permission  was  given  by  the  Council  for  the 
construction  of  a new  battery  at  the  Phurnacite  Plant,  subject  to  the  following  conditions : 

1.  “ The  total  number  of  operational  batteries  at  the  Phurnacite  Plant  shall 
not  be  increased  by  the  construction  of  the  battery  which  shall  be  con- 
structed by  way  of  replacement  of  an  existing  battery  ” ; and 

2.  “ The  detailed  design  for  the  new  battery  shall  incorporate  all  such  practic- 
able constructional  features  as  will  be  likely  to  reduce  the  incidence  of 
atmospheric  pollution  from  the  Plant.” 

In  August  1966  a meeting  took  place  at  the  Phurnacite  Plant  to  discuss  the 
continuing  difficulties  of  atmospheric  pollution.  At  the  meeting  were  representatives 
of  the  Mountain  Ash  and  Aberdare  Urban  District  Councils,  the  National  Coal  Board 
and  the  Divisional  Alkali  Inspector. 

The  Officers  of  the  Board  commented  on  the  present  situation  at  the  Plant,  on 
certain  interuptions  of  production,  which  had  given  rise  to  adverse  pollution  con- 
sequences, and  upon  industrial  difficulties  that  had  led  to  delay  in  the  erection  programme 
of  the  “after  burners”  which  had  proved  successful  on  an  experimental  basis  in 
markedly  reducing  the  fumes  emitted  from  the  venturi  tubes  when  the  ovens  were 
discharged.  The  Board’s  Officers  gave  an  assurance  that  everything  possible  would 
be  done  to  speed  up  the  programme  of  erection  of  the  after  burners  so  that  the  benefits 
to  be  derived  from  the  completion  of  this  work  on  the  whole  of  the  25  venturi  tubes 
at  the  Plant  could  be  both  seen  and  enjoyed  at  the  earliest  possible  date. 

The  Divisional  Alkali  Inspector  commented  on  his  recent  discussions  with  the 
Project  Engineer  responsible  for  the  design  work  for  the  new  battery  proposed  to  be 
erected  at  the  Plant,  which  he  felt  was  bound  to  produce  beneficial  results  so  far  as 
the  operation  of  the  new  battery  itself  was  concerned,  and,  to  the  extent  that  any 
innovations  might  be  capable  of  application  to  the  existing  batteries,  might  also  produce 
some  amelioration  of  the  conditions  arising  from  the  latter. 

Finally,  it  was  decided  that  further  meetings  should  take  place,  to  review,  from 
time  to  time,  progress  at  the  Plant. 

Comparative  Statistical  Information 

Included  once  more  in  this  Report  are,  the  tables  shewing  the  results  of  the 
analyses  made,  during  the  year,  of  the  deposits  at  the  atmospheric  pollution  measuring 
stations  set  up  in  various  points  in  the  Aberdare  and  Mountain  Ash  Urban  Districts. 
As  in  previous  years,  these  results  continued  to  be  submitted  to  the  Department  of 
Scientific  and  Industrial  Research  and  National  Coal  Board,  as  well  as  being  reported, 
periodically,  to  the  two  Councils  concerned. 

As  a rough  and  by  no  means  scientific  guide,  an  approximation  of  the  standards 
of  pollution  to  be  expected  in  the  varying  atmospheric  conditions  to  be  found  in  the 
country,  a clean  town  and  a “black”  area  of  dense  population  and  heavy  industrial 
development,  is  given  below. 

Finally  the  warning  is  reiterated  as  to  the  dangers  arising  from  efforts  to  pro- 
duce, from  these  figures,  scientific  conclusions  rather  than,  as  is  the  intention,  material 
of  general  interest  value.

The  sanitary  arrangements  of  all  the  cinemas  are  adequate  and  satisfactory 
and  the  management  are  at  all  times  helpful  and  co-operative  in  order  to  ensure  trood 
maintenance.  b 

Certificates  of  fitness  submitted  by  the  licencees  with  regard  to  First  Aid  Fire 
Fighting,  etc.  and  electrical  installations  were  approved  by  the  Health  Committee 
during  the  year. 

T he  Clerk  of  the  Council  administers  this  service.  The  close  co-operation 
between  the  Fire  Prevention  Officer  of  the  Glamorgan  Fire  Service  and  your  own 
Officers,  the  Shops  and  Public  Health  Inspectors,  ensures  adequate  control  of  cinemas 
within  the  area. 


LICENSED  PREMISES  HYGIENE 

Periodic  inspections  of  licensed  premises  are  carried  out  by  the  Public  Health 
Inspectors  to  ensure  the  maintenance  of  good  hygiene  practices. 

All  such  premises  are  provided  with  the  necessary  facilities  and  inspections  are 
made  to  see  that  they  are  kept  and  maintained  in  good  working  order  and  a watchful 
eye  kept  that  these  facilities  are  used. 

The  trend  continues  for  the  raising  of  the  general  standards  of  licensed  premises 
and  the  advent  of  ‘formica’  and  other  easily  cleaned  surfaces  has  greatly  facilitated 
good  hygiene  practice. 

A close  liaison  continues  between  the  Licensing  Justices,  the  Superintendent 
of  Police  and  the  Public  Health  Department  for  the  effective  hygienic  control  of  licensed 
premises  in  the  district. 

One  licensed  premises  within  the  town  centre  closed,  but  no  new  premises 
opened  during  the  year. 


PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

The  Council’s  Engineer  and  Surveyor’s  Department  is  responsible  for  the 
scavenging  and  road  cleansing  service.  Road  gullies  are  emptied  by  a mechanical 
emptier,  gutters  on  main  roads  are  swept  by  a mechanical  sweeper  and  all  refuse 
collected  by  modern  rear  loaded  propelled  vehicles.  The  official  tipping  site  in  the 
area,  situated  at 

Ynyscynon  Site,  Aberaman 

is  worked  on  the  controlled  tipping  principle  and  is  clean,  well  maintained  and  very 
satisfactory.  This  is  a long  termed  project  designed  to  elevate  land  adjacent  to  the 
river  Cynon  which  has  been  frequently  flooded  and  so  reclaim  it  for  practical  use 

The  indiscriminate  dumping  of  refuse  still  remains  a real  and  difficult  problem 
in  spite  of  efforts  of  the  District  Public  Health  Inspector,  and  the  implementation  of 
the  Council’s  scheme  for  the  distribution  of  refuse  bins  to  householders  throughout 
the  area  which  proceeded  throughout  the  year  but  has  not  yet  been  completed. 

In  a further  effort  to  stop  this  dumping  of  refuse  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor’s 
Department  now  collect,  when  notified,  all  unwanted  mattresses  etc.,  but  whether  this 
will  prove  a complete  success  remains  to  be  seen.  A large  number  of  old  mattresses  have 
been  collected  by  this  service,  which  presumably  would  otherwise  have  been  disposed 
of  in  various  parts  of  the  district. 

The  public  sanitary  conveniences  were  maintained  in  a fairly  good  condition 
in  spite  of  the  damage  resulting  from  the  severe  frosts  and  some  instances  of  wilful 
damage  in  outlying  districts.

UNSOUND  FOOD 

Miscellaneous  articles  of  food  of  the  above  description  condemned  as  unfit 
for  human  consumption  amounted  to  2 tons,  16  cwts.  and  10  lbs. 

Condemned  foodstuff  which  could  not  be  returned  to  suppliers  or  used  for 
processing  purposes  was  disposed  of  with  proper  care  in  the  local  authority’s  refuse 
tip.  The  tip  is  under  regular  inspection  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors. 


BACTERIOLOGICAL  AND  CHEMICAL  EXAMINATIONS 

I must  again  express  my  gratitude  to  Dr.  L.  E.  Coles,  Public  Analyst,  and 
to  Dr.  R.  W.  S.  Harvey  of  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  for  the  advice  and  assistance 
I have  had  from  them  in  connection  with  the  wide  variety  of  chemical  and  bacteriological 
analyses  and  investigations  which  they  have  carried  out  on  behalf  of  the  Local  Authority. 

During  the  year  33  specimens  were  sent  by  the  Public  Health  Department, 
and  local  general  practitioners.  These  included  throat  and  nose  swabs,  faeces,  etc. 


FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACT,  1955 

The  Council  is  the  Food  and  Drugs  Authority  for  the  District  and  during 
the  year  the  number  of  samples  taken  and  submitted  to  the  Public  Analyst,  approx- 
imated to  one  sample  per  187  members  of  the  population. 

The  number  of  samples  taken  during  the  year  for  qualitative  analysis  was  206 
comprising  61  milks,  145  other  foods,  9 of  which  were  found  to  be  unsatisfactory.

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ICE  CREAM 

All  the  shops  and  premises  where  ice  cream  is  sold  and  prepared  for  sale  were 
inspected  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  during  the  year.  Vehicles  used  for  the  sale 
of  ice  cream  were  also  inspected  and  kept  under  observation. 

The  Ice  Cream  (Heat  Treatment)  Regulations  prescribe  the  method  by  which 
ice  cream  is  manufactured  and  the  occupiers  of  all  registered  premises  within  the 
district  are  aware  of  the  requirements  of  these  regulations,  and  I am  pleased  to  report 
that  any  suggestions  made  have  readily  been  complied  with. 

During  the  year,  it  has  been  noticed  that  there  appears  to  be  a tendancy  towards 
the  increased  sale  of  pre-packed  ice-cream  in  the  area. 

During  the  year  no  new  applications  were  received  for  the  registration  of 
premises  for  the  purpose  of  the  sale  of  ice  cream.

Medical  Examination  of  Council  Employees 

During  the  year  73  persons  have  been  medically  examined.  The  examinations 
were  for  the  purposes  of  the  Council’s  Superannuation  Scheme,  applications  for 
Breakdown  Pensions  and  the  Council’s  Sick  Scheme.

National  Assistance  Act  1948  (Amendment)  Act,  1962

No  action  was  taken  by  the  Council  under  this  provision  of  the  Act,  during 
the  year.

Assistance  was  rendered  under  this  section  to  one  family  during  the  year  under 
review. 

(c)  Homeless  Families — Intermediate  Accommodation 
National  Assistance  Act,  1948 — Section  21  (1)  (b) 

The  above  Act  places  a duty  upon  the  County  Council  to  provide  temporary 
accommodation  for  persons  in  urgent  need  thereof. 

The  County  Council  have  approved  proposals  for  the  discharge  of  the  above 
responsibility  by  securing  the  right  to  use  certain  premises  in  all  areas  of  the 
County,  to  provide  accommodation  for  persons  rendered  homeless. 
Accommodation  has  also  been  established  by  the  County  Council  at  Rhoose 
Camp  for  families  who,  in  the  main,  have  been  rendered  homeless  by  eviction 
from  their  homes. 

In  addition  to  the  above  the  County  Council  have  approved  a scheme  for 
affording  financial  assistance  towards  the  provision  of  “ Intermediate  Ac- 
commodation ” by  Housing  Authorities,  and  contributes  to  the  cost  of  the 
scheme. 

Since  1964  there  is  provided  at  the  Old  Isolation  Hospital,  Llanwonno  Road, 
Mountain  Ash  four  units  for  use  as  intermediate  accommodation.  The  scheme 
is  administered  through  a Joint  Committee  of  the  three  Councils  viz:-  Aberdare, 
Mountain  Ash  and  Pontypridd  whose  functions  are: — 

(i)  To  select  tenants  to  occupy  the  accommodation  from  “Homeless  Family” 
cases  presented  to  them  by  the  Medical  Officers  of  Health  for  the  three 
Councils. 

(ii)  To  review,  in  the  light  of  Reports  by  the  said  Medical  Officers  of  Health, 
the  progress  of  any  “Problem  Families”  so  accommodated,  towards 
rehabilitation. 

(iii)  To  decide  when  tenancies  shall  be  terminated,  subject  however  to  a 
maximum  period  in  all  cases,  of  six  months. 

(iv)  To  commend  to  the  Council  from  whose  District  any  tenant  is  admitted 
to  the  accommodation  any  such  tenant  considered  worthy  of  normal 
rehousing  in  the  District  concerned,  whether  as  a result  of  rehabilitation 
or  otherwise. 

The  term  “Homeless  Family”  includes  not  only  “Problem  Families”  from 
Council  owned  and  private  accommodation  in  the  three  districts,  but  also 
those  rendered  homeless  for  any  other  cause  and  for  whom  no  other  normal 
housing  accommodation  is  immediately  available. 

The  main  advantage  of  providing  “ Intermediate  Accommodation  ” is  that  the 
whole  family  is  kept  intact,  as  opposed  to  Rhoose  Camp,  where  only  the  mother 
and  children  are  accommodated. 

In  1966  six  complete  families  were  temporarily  housed  within  the  scheme  and 
were  granted  the  tenancy  of  Council  houses  at  the  end  of  the  six  months  maximum 
period. 
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Old  People’s  Welfare 

As  in  previous  years  the  Council  has  continued  to  provide  tickets  for  a one 
weeks  stay  at  “ The  Rest  ” Porthcawl.  This  year  42  tickets  were  distributed  through 
the  14  Old  Age  Pensioners  Branches  in  the  area,  on  the  understanding  that  all  old 
people  resident  in  the  area  were  eligible  for  a ticket. 

A sum  of  £270  was  distributed  to  the  14  Branches  in  the  area  in  connection 
with  Old  People’s  Week.  This  was  to  enable  branches  to  provide  a function  to  which  all 
old  people  could  be  invited. 

Meals  on  Wheels  Service 

The  capacity  of  the  service  was  increased  on  the  3rd  January  and  provided  for 
the  delivery  of  two  hot  meals  to  360  Old  People.  During  the  year  32,070  meals  were 
delivered. 

A survey  of  all  recipients  was  carried  ou  tin  November  to  establish  whether  or 
not  an  increase  to  3 meals  per  week  would  be  welcome.  As  the  result  was  over  two 
thirds  in  favour  it  is  hoped  to  increase  the  service  once  more  at  the  beginning  of  next  year.

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HOUSING  REPAIRS 

I have  to  report  similar  to  past  years  that  housing  repairs  during  the  year  have 
not  been  without  their  unsolved  problems  of  getting  landlords  to  undertake  repairs. 
Continued  efforts  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  to  improve  the  conditions  of  the 
older  properties  have  resulted  in  a substantial  number  of  houses  being  attended  to, 
although  it  has  been  necessaary  to  resort  to  formal  action  in  some  cases. 


The  high  cost  of  labour  and  materials  continues  to  make  the  task  of  enforcing 
housing  repairs,  especially  in  the  case  of  the  lower  rented  properties,  a most  difficult 
one  to  deal  with.

The  two  major  licensed  sites  within  the  district  continued  to  improve  throughout 
the  year  and  provides  accommodation  for  100  caravans.
